Response to Arguments

determination boundary step in the independent claims have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-3 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's claims has the specific part of a first detecting section which is disposed 
inside said housing, and which can detect a rotational speed and rotational direction of said 
detection discal unit and a second detecting section which is disposed outside said housg, 
and which can detect a rotational speed and direction of said reference discal unit and a 
control section which can determine the rotational speed and rotational direction of said 
detection discal unit based on each detected result from said first and second detecting 
section.
